Police issue 
warrant for gore 
website owner 


Corrupting morals. 

Crown warned Mark 
Marek was a flight risk

Edmonton police have 
issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Mark Marek, the 
“elusive” owner and oper¬ 
ator of a gore website, 
who was charged with cor¬ 
rupting morals earlier this 
month. 

Police are asking for the 
public’s assistance in locat¬ 
ing the 38-year-old, who 
was charged with the rare 
charge on July 17 for post¬ 
ing a graphic murder video 
online last spring that was 
allegedly sent to him by 
Luka Magnotta. 


Description 


• Marek, 38, is described 
by police as Caucasian, 
about six feet tall, 230 
lbs., and originally hav¬ 
ing light brown hair. 


• He has blue eyes, wears 
an earring in his left ear 
and speaks with a Slavic 
accent. 


Police allege the video, 
titled “1 lunatic, 1 ice pick,” 
depicts the murder of uni¬ 
versity student Jun Lin, 
whose severed body parts 
were mailed across the coun¬ 
try in the spring of 2012. 

Marek appeared in court 
via CCTV on July 18. He was 
released on $7,500 bail and 
given a host of conditions 
to abide by, including not 


accessing the Internet. 

At the time, Crown pros¬ 
ecutor Julie Roy said Marek 
was a flight risk and noted 
that when he was arrested, 
he was carrying his pass¬ 
port and $18,000 in cash. 

Police said on Thursday 
that Marek had breached 
conditions of his bail and 
cannot be found. 

A police spokesperson 
said when probation offi¬ 
cers did a check at an ad¬ 
dress provided by Marek, he 
was not there. 

Marek was arrested in 
Edmonton this month after 
a lengthy police investiga¬ 
tion that included months 
spent trying to track him 
down. 

“This was a very long 
investigation. Basically our 
suspect was very elusive,” 
EPS Staff Sgt. Bill Clark told 
reporters on July 17.

Voluntary census a 
problem for city 

The shift from a manda- 
toiy to a voluntary census 
in 2011 is set to cause 
problems for the City of 
Edmonton as the data has 
become more unreliable. 

John Rose, the city’s 
chief economist said what 
they have seen so far from 
the 2011 National House¬ 
hold Survey indicates a big 
range in response rates 
from different parts of the 
city. 

“The non-response rate 
for the city as a whole is 
just over 25 per cent, when 
you look at the downtown 
or central part of Edmonton 
that rate jumps to over 30 
per cent.” 

Prior to 2011 the survey 
was part of the mandatory 
long form census, which 
Canadians had to fill out, 
but the government made 
the survey voluntary in 
2011. 

Rose said the city uses 
the data to gauge neigh¬ 
bourhoods and allocate 
resources. 

“It comes in all over 
the place, everything from 
roads to libraries to swim¬ 
ming pools,” he said. 

Rose said so far he has 
only looked at city-wide 
data, but Edmonton 
traditionally pays Statistics 
Canada to transfer the in¬ 
formation to the neighbour¬ 
hood level. He said with the 
lower response rate that 
might not be possible. 

“We are going to have at 
least some neighbourhoods 
where the reliability of the 
data is just not there.” 

Rose said the city may 
have to do survey work on 
its own. 

“It may turn out that we 
are going to have to go out 
and do a whole lot more 
customized surveying.”

Edmonton in 
line with nation as crime 
rate continues decline 


Crime in Edmonton took 
another tumble last year, 
according to new numbers 
from Statistics Canada. 

The data covering police- 
reported crime showed a 
drop both in Edmonton and 
across the country. Edmon¬ 
ton’s overall crime rate fell 
two per cent from 2011 to 
2012 and has fallen 27 per 
cent over the past five years. 

Statistics Canada also 
measures crime with a se¬ 
verity index, which gives 
more weight to serious 
crimes. That rate fell three 
per cent in Edmonton, with 
the severity of violent crime 
falling 10 per cent. 

EPS Insp. Greg Alcorn 
said it’s good news and a 
sign that some of the city’s 
long-term approaches are 
working.

At a time when Canadians can 
legally dismember each other 
in video games or view tabloid 
photos of dead celebrities at 
the checkout counter, it’s hard 
to believe a law against the cor¬ 
ruption of morals could still 
exist. 


Last week the rare charge 
fell on Mark Marelc, an Edmon¬ 
ton man who publishes videos 
of real and gruesome killings 
on his website, Best Gore, for 
exhibiting a video allegedly 
showing Luka Rocco Magnotta 
murder and defile Montreal 
student Jun Lin. 

Why is this 19th-centuiy 
law, created to prohibit por¬ 
nography and amended to 
crack down on violent comic 
books, being used against 


him? Simply because there was 
nothing else. 

In fact, separate from the 
subsection against child por¬ 
nography, it’s believed this is 
the first time Section 163 of the 
Criminal Code has come up in 
Edmonton. 

The law also prohibits medi¬ 
cines causing abortion (does 
that make over-the-counter 
morning-after pills criminal 
now?) and advertisements 
promising to restore sexual vir¬ 


ility (making Canadian families 
laughing at Cialis commercials 
what — depraved?). 

The last charge filed under 
this law was against Remy Cou¬ 
ture, a Quebec special-effects 
artist whose experimental hor¬ 
ror films were deemed too “ob¬ 
scene,” a term that has an ex¬ 
pansive and cloudy definition 
in the Criminal Code. Couture 
was acquitted after defending 
the artistic merit of his un¬ 
canny disfigurements, a luxuiy

• feeling confused 

• other unusual changes in behaviours 

If you are a person who fits the above description, you are a member of the 
"Class". If you are a relative of a member of the Class who is entitled to make 
claims under any of the Dependants Statutes in Canada as a result of the death 
or personal injury of your relative, you are a member of the"Family Class". 

If you are a Class member or Family Class member you do not need to do 
anything at this stage to participate - you are automatically included in the 
class action. You are encouraged however to contact Class Counsel for more 
information, and to discuss the steps necessary for preserving medical records 
that may be needed for any claim that may be advanced on your behalf.

Why is this 19th-century law, created to prohibit 
pornography and amended to crack down on violent 
comic books, being used against (Mark Marek)? Simply 
because there was nothing else. 


Marelc doesn’t have. 

In fact, Marek hasn’t 
claimed any artistic merit. He 
calls Best Gore a “reality news” 
site despite there being pom 
ads in the margins. He has, 
self-righteously at times, main¬ 
tained that he’s providing a 
positive service. 

In a rare email interview 
with the CBC last year he went 
further, claiming the site “con¬ 
tributes to safer neighbour¬ 
hoods.” I struggle to see how 
such headlines as Eyeball Dan¬ 
gles Out of Skull After Machete 
Blow to the Face would lead me 
to leave my doors unlocked, 
but maybe I’m old-fashioned. 

In the end, Marelc’s motives 
are irrelevant — the section 
even says so. It’s the intent 
to publish that matters and 
there’s no doubt that he did 
have that intention, whether or 
not it was to learn the video’s 
veracity, as he has also claimed. 

His only defence is whether 
he served the “public good,” 


which isn’t a far stretch if you 
believe publishing the video 
led to the arrest of an alleged 
killer. Indeed, it probably sped 
up the case for the manhunt, 
regardless of whether it was 
published to shock and titillate. 

Still, Marelc’s lawyers 
also need to prove that he 
couldn’t have achieved the 
same outcome by notifying 
police instead. 

Whatever the judgment, 
the best outcome would be a 
re-examination and revision of 
Section 163 to make it more ap¬ 
plicable to modem life and rel¬ 
evant to Canadians’ changing 
moral compass. It wouldn’t be 
the first time — the subsection 
against child pornography was 
enacted in 1993 in a manner 
both clear and robust enough 
to hold up today. 

Canadians deserve clarity, 
not fuzziness, in the Criminal 
Code, and they should be able 
to believe in the law, not laugh 
at it.

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U of A. Team looks at 
social media and health 


An apple a day can 
keep the doctor away, 
but what about a 
tweet, a Faceboolc up¬ 
date or a blog post? 

A team of research¬ 
ers at the University 
of Alberta looked into 
just that, and the re¬ 
sults of their literature 
review is being pub¬ 
lished in the British 
Medical Journal Open. 

Dr. Lisa Harthng led the 
review and said she was sur¬ 
prised to find so much research 
had already gone into social 
media and health. “We found 
an extensive body of literature 
and that was quite surprising 
given that social media is quite 


a novel concept.” 

The team found 
that online forums 
seem to be the most 
commonly used web 
tools. 

“It is widely access¬ 
ible so people can ac¬ 
cess that from wher¬ 
ever they are,” Harling 
said. 

She has been 
awarded two more grants to 
look at how children are using 
social media when it comes to 
their health.

Roads. Board OKs auto 
insurance rate increase 


Alberta’s Automobile Insur¬ 
ance Rate Board is approving 
a premiums rate increase of 
up to five per cent. 

The board says insurance 
companies have the option of 
bringing in all or part of the 
increase starting Nov. 1 and 
over the next three years. 

The decision comes after 
the board’s annual public 
rate review of mandatory 
automobile insurance. 

The board says a double¬ 
digit increase was actually 
warranted because the aver¬ 
age cost of bodily injuiy 
claims in 2012 rose signifi¬ 
cantly. 

That’s even though the 
number of claims went down. 


But the rate review board 
says it wanted to take a more 
measured approach. 

“A five per cent increase, 
which works out to on aver¬ 
age $30 per year, reflects cur¬ 
rent insurance trends while 
still keeping premiums at 
a reasonable level,” board 
chairman Alfred Savage said 
in a release Thursday. 

The decision applies only 
to mandatory coverage and 
includes third-party liabil¬ 
ity and accident benefits 
coverage. It does not include 
optional collision or compre¬ 
hensive coverage, which are 
set by individual insurance 
companies and monitored by 
the board, the Canadian press

Reason still unknown 
as authorities wait to 
question injured driver 


A Spanish train that hurtled off 
the rails and smashed into a 
security wall was going so fast 
that carriages tumbled off the 
tracks like dominos, killing 80 
people and maiming dozens 
more, according to eyewitness 
accounts and video footage ob¬ 
tained Thursday.

sible suspect, but said possible 
faults in safety equipment were 
also being investigated. 

Eyewitness accounts backed 
by security-camera footage sug¬ 
gested that the train was go¬ 
ing too fast as it tried to turn 
beneath a road bridge. Spanish 
officials said the speed Emit on 
that section of track is 80 km/h. 

An Associated Press esti¬ 
mate of the train’s speed using 
the time stamp of the video and 
the estimated distance between 
two pylons gives a range of 144- 
192 km/h. Another estimate

Bulgaria. Officials release 
name, face of Canadian 
accused in bus bombing 


Bulgarian authorities distribut¬ 
ed on Thursday the names and 
images of two wanted suspects 
— one of them Canadian — in¬ 
volved in a bomb attack that 
killed five Israeli tourists and a 
Bulgarian bus driver last year. 

The first alleged terrorist is 
identified as Meliad Farah, also 
known as Hussein Hussein, an 
Australian citizen bom Nov. 5, 
1980. The second is Hassan El 
Hajj Hassan, a Canadian citizen 
bom March 22,1988. 

Canada’s Immigration Min¬ 
ister Jason Kenney said in Feb¬ 
ruary that one of the suspects 
was bom in Lebanon, came to 



Canada at age 
eight, became 
a Canadian 
citizen and 
then left at 
age 12. He said 
he assumed 
the man 
was a dual 
Lebanese-Can- 
adian citizen. 
“I understand he may have 
been back to Canada a few 
times since then, but he has 
not has been a habitual resi¬ 
dent in Canada since the age of 
12,” Kenney said.

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Full circle for Somali pirates 


Back to start. Gangs 
now providing armed 
protection for ships 
illegally fishing Somali 
waters, UN report says 


Frustrated by a string of failed 
hijacking attempts, Somali 
pirates have turned to a new 
business model: Providing 
“security” for ships illegally 
plundering Somalia’s fish 
stocks — the same scourge 
that launched the Horn of 
Africa’s piracy era eight years 
ago. 

Somali piracy was recently 
a fearsome trend that saw 
dozens of ships and hundreds 
of hostages taken yearly, but 
the success rate of the mari¬ 
time hijackers has fallen dra¬ 
matically over the last year 
thanks to increased security 
on ships and more effective 
international naval patrols. 

Somali pirate gangs are 
also trafficking in arms, drugs 
and humans, according to a 
report published this month 


by the UN Monitoring Group 
on Somalia and Eritrea. 

The security services for 
fishermen bring piracy full 
circle. Somali pirate attacks 
were originally a defensive 
response to illegal fishing 
and toxic waste dumping off 
Somalia’s cost. Attacks later 
evolved into a clan-based, 
ransom-driven business. 

Up to 180 illegal Iranian 
and 300 illegal Yemeni vessels 
are fishing Puntland waters, 
as well as a small number of 
Chinese, Taiwanese, Korean 
and European-owned vessels, 
according to estimates by of¬ 
ficials in the northern Somali 
region of Puntland. 

Fishermen in Puntland 
“have confirmed that the 
private security teams on 
board such vessels are nor¬ 
mally provided from pools of 
demobilized Somali pirates 
and co-ordinated by a ring 
of pirate leaders and associ¬ 
ated businessmen operating 
in Puntland, Somaliland, the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
Oman, Yemen and Iran,” the 
report said, the associated press 



Slavery reparations 


Caribbean nations 
launch joint effort 
for compensation 

Leaders of more than a 
dozen Caribbean countries 
are launching a united 
effort to seek compensa¬ 
tion from three European 
nations for what they say is 
the lingering legacy of the 
Atlantic slave trade. 


The Caribbean Com¬ 
munity, an organization 
that typically focuses on 
rather dry issues such as 
economic integration, 
has taken up the cause of 
compensation for slavery 
and the genocide of native 
peoples and is preparing 
for what would likely be a 
drawn-out battle with the 
governments of Britain, 
France and the Nether¬ 
lands.

Fire out at gas well 
off Louisiana 
coast: Coast Guard 

Officials say the fire is out 
at a natural gas well in the 
Gulf of Mexico that blew 
wild earlier in the week. 

Natural gas stopped 
flowing from the well 
earlier Thursday, and the 
remaining fire had been 


fueled by residual gas. 
Authorities believe the 
flowing gas became blocked 
by sand and sediment in 
the well. 

The Coast Guard and a 
spokesman for one of the 
companies involved con¬ 
firmed that the fire was out 
at midday. 

Air and water travel 
restrictions remain in effect 
in the area.

NASA is getting an un¬ 
precedented close-up look 
at the sun, thanks to a new 
telescope. 

NASA’s IRIS spacecraft, 
launched just a month 
ago, already is providing 
detailed pictures of the 


sun. The telescope’s door 
opened last week, and it 
began observing the lower 
solar atmospheres in never- 
before-seen detail. 

IRIS is short for Interface 
Region Imaging Spectro¬ 
graph. It will continue its 
mission for the next two 
years. Scientists say the 
observations will help shed 
light on the sun’s impact 
on Earth.

New justice minister. 

Families affected 
by impaired driving 
accidents hope Peter 
MacKay has answers 


The new federal justice min¬ 
ister says the Conservative 
government is considering 
changes to impaired driving 
legislation in the Criminal 
Code. 

But Peter MacKay, who 
only took over the portfolio 
earlier this month, wouldn’t 
say exactly what is being 
pondered as he headed into a 
meeting with crime victims in 
Edmonton. 

“I can tell you I did num¬ 
erous trials on impaired driv¬ 
ing cases, first as a defence 
lawyer and then prosecuting 



cases,” MacKay said Thursday, 
recalling his time working as 
a lawyer in Nova Scotia. 

“I recall vividly a judge 
making a statement in a trial 
that I was prosecuting to the 
accused that driving down the 


road while under the effect of 
drugs or alcohol is no differ¬ 
ent than pointing a gun at an¬ 
other human being.” 

MacKay said he wanted to 
meet with more victims of im¬ 
paired driving before announ¬ 
cing the changes the govern¬ 
ment is contemplating. 

One of the people MacKay 
met with Thursday was a 
mother whose 18-year-old son 
was one of three Alberta men 
killed in a crash where drunk 
driving was suspected. 

The ministers words were 
a huge relief for Sheri Arse¬ 
nault, whose son Bradley Ar¬ 
senault died along with two 
friends south of Edmonton on 
Nov. 26, 2011. 

Jonathan Pratt, 28, of Beau¬ 
mont, Alta., is charged in the 
case, which is still before the 
courts.

“Because,” Nazarian said.

“The Algo Mall was a black 
hole. No matter how much 
money you put in ... that mall 
was doomed,” Nazarian re¬ 
sponded. 

“Simply, I would not put 
my life in it. I worked 42 years 
to gather some (funds) for my 
family. I’m not going to put 
eveiything in this building.” 

The stunning admission 
came after days of testimony 
about how Nazarian had been 
desperate to finance repairs to 
the leaking roof, which caved 
in last summer killing two

“She made a statement,” he 
said. “Let’s leave it at that.”

South Africa. Hidden 
turret opens fire on car 
before self-destructing 


It was a lethal gadget right 
out of a James Bond movie: 
Remote-controlled gun barrels 
rigged behind the licence plate 
of a car that spray bullets at an 
unsuspecting target. 

But South African police say 
it may have been an attempt to 
kill Radovan Krejcir, a Czech 
fugitive who was sentenced 
in his countiy last year to 11 
years in jail for tax fraud and 
has been linked to underworld 
figures in Johannesburg. 

Krejcir emerged unscathed 


from Wednesday’s episode, 
which peppered his bullet¬ 
proof Mercedes-Benz. The 
empty, parked vehicle where 
the weapon was hidden burst 
into flames after the shooting, 
possibly destroying evidence. 

Security consultant Roiy 
Steyn said on Radio 702 that 
there could be “any number of 
motives” for the incident, pos¬ 
sibly even something Krejcir 
set up to appear like an assas¬ 
sination attempt.

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Death toll in Syria’s civil war 
now surpasses lOOK: UN chief 



Car bomb. 10 dead, 

66 wounded in latest 
attack, as international 
community attempts 
to find a solution 


The number of dead in Syria’s 
civil war has passed 100,000, 
UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said Thursday, call¬ 
ing for urgent talks on end¬ 
ing two-and-a-half years of 
violence even as President 
Bashar Assad’s government 
blasted the United States as 
an unsuitable peace broker. 

In the latest example of 
the relentless carnage, a car 
bomb killed at least 10 people 
and wounded 66 in a pro-re¬ 
gime area near the capital. 

All international attempts 
to broker a political solu¬ 
tion to the Syrian civil war 
have failed. Despite a stale¬ 
mate that has settled in for 


months, both sides still be¬ 
lieve they can win the war 
and have placed impossible 
conditions for negotiations. 

The international com¬ 


munity has been unable — 
and some say, unwilling — to 
intervene sufficiently to tip the 
balance in favour of either the 
Assad regime or the rebels. 


The uprising against Assad’s 
rule began in March 2011 and 
deteriorated into an insurgency 
with growing sectarian over¬ 
tones.

U.S., Russia 
step in to 
broker peace 

UN Secretaiy-General Ban 
Ki-moon on Thursday called 
on the Syrian government 
and opposition to halt the 
violence in the Syrian civil 
war, saying it is “imperative 
to have a peace conference in 
Geneva as soon as possible.” 

The UN chief spoke before 
talks with U.S. Secretary of 
State John Kerry, who stood 
nearby. 

“There is no military solu¬ 
tion to Syria,” Kerry told re¬ 
porters. “There is only a pol¬ 
itical solution, and that will 
require leadership in order to 
bring people to the table.” 

The United States and 


Russia are trying to convene 
an international conference 
in Geneva, along with the 
United Nations, to try to agree 
on a transitional government 
based on a plan adopted in 
that city a year ago. 

Kerry said he talked to 
Russian Foreign Minister Ser¬ 
gey Lavrov on Wednesday 
and both countries remained 
committed to bringing the 
warring parties together to 
further peace efforts. 

No official date has been 
set because the opposition re¬ 
fuses to attend any talks that 
are not about Assad’s depar¬ 
ture. Syrian government of¬ 
ficials say participation in the 
conference should be without 
preconditions, but add that 
Assad’s departure before his 
term expires in 2014 is not ne¬ 
gotiable.

BlaclcBerry has given layoff 
notices to 250 workers at its 
product testing facility in 
Waterloo, Ont., where the 
global smartphone company 
is based. 

The employees, who 
supported the company’s 
manufacturing, research and 
development efforts, were 
notified on Tuesday. 

“This is part of the next 
stage of our turnaround plan 
to increase efficiencies and 
scale our company correctly 
for new opportunities in mo¬ 
bile computing. We will be 
as transparent as possible as 
those plans evolve,” the com¬ 
pany said in an email. 

The company announced 
plans last year to cut about 
5,000 employees as part of 
its restructuring efforts. 

BlaclcBeriy is trying to 
recover a stronger position 
in the highly competitive 
smartphone market with its 
new BlaclcBerry 10 line of 
phones and operating sys¬ 
tem. 

At the company’s annual 
general meeting this month, 
CEO Thorsten Heins told

Television. Survey highlights 
grim reality of job conditions 


The market for reality tele¬ 
vision has exploded, with Can¬ 
adian versions of The Amazing 
Race, Storage Wars, Big Brother 
and The Bachelor all competing 
for viewer attention. 

But workers in the industry 
say they are being overlooked 
by some production companies 
intent on profits over the inter¬ 
ests of their workers. 

An exclusive first look by 
Torstar News Service at interim 
results of a survey taken by the 
Canadian Media Guild say work¬ 
ers complain that long hours, 
lack of security and benefits are 
some of the big issues that need 
to be addressed in the burgeon¬ 
ing industry. 

“Factual TV is the new fron¬ 
tier and the business has really 


grown, which is great. But the 
downside to this is some work¬ 
ers who are saying that they’ve 
given their blood, sweat and 
tears in an industry that is open 
to abuse,” says Karen Wirsig of 
the Canadian Media Guild. 

The union decided to con¬ 
duct a survey after being ap¬ 
proached by reality TV work¬ 
ers about working conditions, 
Wirsig says. 

While long hours and de¬ 
manding conditions are not un¬ 
usual in the film and television 
industry, reality TV productions 
typically have smaller budgets, 
hire more freelancers and work 
on tighter deadlines, which 
could exacerbate poor working 
conditions, says the union.

Richard: Mark, if you’re of 
the generation familiar with 
Snackwells and slcorts, then 
this movie may resonate a lit¬ 
tle louder for you than it did 
for me.

It’s John Hughes with an R 
rating — not a bad thing. 
What did you think of Aubrey 
Plaza? 

RC: I like Aubrey Plaza. I 
think if this part had been 
played by anyone else — im¬ 


agine Emma Stone or Imo¬ 
gen Poots — it would have 
lost some of its charm. Plaza 
is naturally off balance, so 
the stranger moments of 
this movie don’t feel forced 
or quirky for the sake of be¬ 
ing quirky. As I said earlier, 
I didn’t much go for some of 
the bodily fluid gags — or the 
gross Caddyshaclc tribute — 
but Plaza trying to vamp it up 
in an ill-fitting bathing suit is 
a really funny scene. 

MB: I liked Aubrey Plaza too. 
She was just gawky enough to 
make the movie seem cred¬ 
ible. In fact, the whole movie 
is well cast. Bill Hader has lots 
of great moments, and Plaza’s 
two girlfriends are not the 
typical cuties you usually find 
in a teen picture. I actually 
think there’s another influ¬ 


ence working on this pic¬ 
ture — Napoleon Dynamite. 
From the Idaho setting to the 
oversaturated colours, quirky 
rhythms and simple cinema¬ 
tography, there’s a lot the 
two movies have in common, 
although this one seems 
more overtly commercial. 

RC: Maybe more commercial, 
but telling the story from a 
female point of view is a nice 
change from the usual boy¬ 
centric sex comedy story. 

MB: Richard, in spite of what 
some people may think, I am 
not, nor have I ever been, 
a teenage girl. But I found I 
could relate to the story, be¬ 
cause although it takes place 
in 1993, it takes place in 
Boise, Idaho, which feels like

Cory Monteith’s fatal re¬ 
lapse into heroin addiction 
might have been triggered 
by his last film role — that 
of a hustling drug addict — 
speculates a source close to 
the actor. 

The insider, who spoke 
to Metro on condition of 
anonymity, said Monteith’s 
death bears a lot of similar¬ 
ities to that of Heath Ledg¬ 
er, who died of a prescrip¬ 
tion pill overdose months 
after becoming consumed 
by his Oscar-winning role 
as the insane Joker in The 
Dark Night. 

Monteith portrayed 
Simon Weeks, a young junk¬ 
ie on the run from police, in 
McCaniclc, which was shot 
over three weeks in Phila¬ 
delphia last September. 

“It may or may not have 
put another step in this,” 
says the source, who knew 
Monteith for most of his 
life. 

McCaniclc’s director, 
Josh C. Waller, told the Los 
Angeles Times after Monte- 
ith’s sudden death that 
the Glee star had actively 
pursued the dark role, say¬ 
ing he wanted to “tap into 
things from his youth that 
he hadn’t been able to use 
as an actor yet.” 

By March, Monteith’s 
Glee castmates realized he 
was using and staged an 
intervention, prompting 
him to enter rehab in April 
for a month. 

The actor’s associate 


says it’s hard to know for 
sure whether his role as a 
hard-core addict could have 
reignited his real-life addic¬ 
tion, which Monteith open¬ 
ly admitted to struggling 
with since his teens. 

“That’s the thing. If 
you do any acting or you 
do any acting classes, you 
get involved. You try to lit¬ 
erally put yourself in their 
shoes,” he says, “and it does 
help if you find a character 
within the character and 
you become that, so it’s not 
really acting. You’re just be¬ 
ing.” 

Waller told the Times he 
last saw Monteith a month 
ago, when they met to 
watch a finished cut of Mc- 
Caniclc. 

The film does not yet 
have a distributor, but it 
has been submitted for con¬ 
sideration to the Toronto 
Film Festival. 

In an interview on a 
Philadelphia radio show 
during its filming last Sep¬ 
tember, the director praised 
the 31-year-old’s passion 
for the role, which was a 
stark contrast to his more 
innocent and widely known 
character, Finn Hudson, on 
Glee.

Career resurgence. 
Comic legend Andrew 
Dice Clay finds new life 
with a book, movie, TV 
show — all stemming 
from a guest spot on 
Entourage 


Andrew Dice Clay is on a 
roll. Or as the comedian 
sees it, enjoying a resur¬ 
gence. 

He’s in Woody Allen’s 
latest movie, Blue Jasmine; 
will judge a new syndicated 
TV talent show and see his 
autobiography published 
next spring, and is collab¬ 
orating on a documentary 
about his life and career 
with Entourage creator 
Doug Ellin. 

Add to that his guest 
shot on Entourage in its 
final season in 2011 and last 
December’s Showtime stan- 
dup special, Andrew Dice 
Clay: Indestructible, and 
it sounds like a comeback 
for Clay, 55, after a fallow 
period that included a brief 
2009 stint on Celebrity Ap¬ 
prentice. 

He looks at it otherwise. 

“I’ve always done things 
a little differently,” said 
Clay, who became both 
popular and polarizing in 
the 1980s with his profane, 
raw standup routines, espe¬ 
cially those with women as 
the topic. 

Clay was so controversial 
— so misogynistic, angry 
detractors said — that his 
1990 appearance as Satur¬ 
day Night Live host prompt¬ 
ed boycotts by series cast 
member Nora Dunn and 
scheduled musical guest 
Sinead O’Connor. 

He hasn’t lost his onstage 
edge, still essaying the Dice- 
man persona that he calls 
the “ultimate rock and roll 
standup comedic hero,” one 
that’s equal parts swagger, 
black leather and middle- 
age pompadour. 

But Clay suggests that 
the culture is so altered that 
it has caught up with him, 
putting him in a different 
light. 

Women “have become 
the aggressors,” he said. 
“When I say they’re the 
most aggressive piglets 
ever, I don’t say that with 
disrespect. I waited for this 
generation.”

“I felt it was really more 
important to raise my sons 
properly than make career 
moves,” Clay said. 

“I did the clubs, did the¬ 
atre, but didn’t make any 
kind of moves to have this 
resurgence until they were 
old enough.” 

The Diceman as devoted 
dad? 


“My persona is one 
thing. Who I am off stage as 
a human being is really dif¬ 
ferent,” said Clay. 

He’s a relative newly¬ 
wed, married three years 
to Valerie Vasquez, 29 (“I’m 
crazy about her”). 

Allen spotted him on 
Entourage, Clay said, lead¬ 
ing to his role as a divorced 
blue-collar dad in Blue 
Jasmine, which has been 
singled out by some critics 
(Variety called him “an es¬ 
pecially offbeat and reward¬ 
ing casting choice”).

New Zealand 
bans Elijah 
Wood flick 

New Zealand banned a 
horror film starring Elijah 
Wood as a scalp-collecting 
serial killer from general re 
lease after the government 
deemed it too graphic and 
disturbing for the public. 

The Office of Film and 
Literature Classification’s 
action means Maniac — a 
remake of the 1980 slasher 
film about a killer who 
scalps his victims — cannot 
be screened anywhere other 
than film festivals or as part 
of academic study. DVDs of 
the film will not be allowed 
for sale. The government 
censor said in its classifica¬ 
tion that Maniac, which 
is shot entirely from the 
killer’s point of view, con¬ 
tains graphic violence and 
“content that may disturb.” 
The ban was condemned 
on Thursday by the film’s 
distributor and organ¬ 
izers of the New Zealand 
International Film Festival, 
which will be screening it 
Saturday.

The actress said while it 
was fun to play the villainous 


character, the darkness in her 
soul was “debilitating and 
wears you down.” 

And then there’s the din¬ 
ner scene. 

“All I can remember was 
there was these huge pages 


and pages of words, and some 
of them were very, very dif¬ 
ficult to say,” Scott Thomas 
said. “He (Gosling) came up 
with that dialogue, believe 
me.”

If you have a television and a 
Twitter account, and you’re 
not aware of the bizarre phe¬ 
nomenon that is Sharknado, 
then we can only imagine 
that you were in a temporary 
coma when the movie pre¬ 
miered on Syfy last week. 

For those of you who 
have only recently re-joined 
the waking world (welcome 
back!) here’s a quick primer: 
Sharknado is a movie about 
a freak tropical storm that 
somehow sucks man-eating 
sharks out of the ocean, whip¬ 
ping them into a cyclone of 
dead eyes and sharp teeth, 
and depositing them in down¬ 
town Los Angeles. Sharks, in 
a tornado. That’s about the 
extent of it — it is somewhat 
brilliant in its absurd (so ab¬ 
surd) simplicity. 

When Sharknado pre¬ 
miered, people lost their 
freaking minds. Twitter al¬ 
most imploded, with #Sharlc- 
nado generating about 5,000 
tweets per minute over the 
course of a few hours. Be¬ 
cause, dudes, Sharknado. We 
caught up with the man who 
wrote the damn thing, Thun¬ 
der Levin, to ask, a few pertin¬ 
ent questions. 

OK, how the hell did you 
come up with the idea for a 
movie ... about sharks... in 
a tornado. Take me through 
the process. 

I’m soriy to say the initial 
idea didn’t come from me. 

I had been involved with 
a couple of films for The 
Asylum (the company that 
produces a lot of the Syfy 
movies) and they came to 
me and asked me to write a 
movie for them called Shark 
Storm, but it was going to 
be a fairly straight disaster 
movie and it didn’t really 
interest me. Then, about 


a month later, they came 
back and asked me to write 
something called Sharlc- 
nato. At least that’s what I 
thought they said. I couldn’t 
understand why the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
would be battling sharks. 

But they explained, “No, 
Sharknado. As in a tornado 
filled with sharks!” They 
gave me a half page of notes 
and I said, “This is the most 
ridiculous thing I’ve ever 
heard of and, as long as I can 
write it that way, I’m in!” The 
concept came to them from 
Syfy, who apparently had 
received a pitch with that 
title from Anthony Ferrante. 
So the whole thing came full 
circle when I, in perhaps my 
dumbest career move ever, 
withdrew from directing the 
film and Anthony was hired 
to make it. 

Did you have any idea the 
kind of phenomenon this 
thing would be? 

Of course not. Who could 
have imagined all this?! I 
thought it would be a fun 
movie that people would 
have fun with. And once I 
saw the poster and tagline 
last November, and realized 
that the marketing of the 
film would tap into the same 
sense of fun I’d tried to put in 
the script, I thought we had a 
good chance to do fairly well. 
But I don’t think anyone 
could have predicted the 
explosion that occurred. It’s 
just been unbelievable. 


Did you see Snakes on a 
Plane? All the Sharknado 
buzz reminds me of when 
that movie first came out. 

EXACTLY! I was at opening 
night of Snakes on a Plane 
and it was like a party in the 
theatre. People were yelling 
out lines of dialogue and 
talking to the characters 
and throwing popcorn at 
the screen! It was one of the 
best experiences I’ve had 
in a movie theatre (even 
though I usually hate it when 
people talk during a movie!). 
And I think what happened 
last Thursday night with 
Sharknado was the Internet 
equivalent of that. 

Were you following #Shark- 
nado on Twitter when the 
movie premiered? People 
were losing it. 

Yes, I was part of the live 
tweet that the Asylum had 
scheduled with some of the 
people behind the movie. 

The organized tweetcast got 
completely overwhelmed by 
the huge public response. 

I’d look down to type a 
tweet and by the time I 
looked back up at the 
screen a couple of seconds 
later another 200 tweets 
would have come in. It was 
crazy. 

Do you think that, from here 
on out, you will always be 
known as the guy respon¬ 
sible for Sharknado? 

I guess that will be both my 
blessing and my curse.

While her on-again, off-again 
beau Justin Bieber has made a 
sport of angrily antagonizing 
the ever-present paparazzi, 
Selena Gomez rarely seems 
in danger of losing her poise 
amid the piying gaze of tab¬ 
loid photographers.

After 14 years as a musician, 
with seven studio albums and 
plenty of indie cred but sur¬ 
prisingly little mainstream 
recognition to her name, 
Tegan Quin now finds her¬ 
self wondering, “Oh my God, 
what? Am I supposed to have 
that moment now? Am I sup¬ 
posed to have that moment 
where I say I’m so sorry to 
Sara, like. I’ve ruined our 
band?” 

The sudden and rampant 
popularity of Tegan and 
Sara’s infectious, electro-driv¬ 
en single Closer (off of 2012’s 
Heartthrob) has thrust the 
Canadian sister act into the 
spotlight and onto the pop 
radio waves, a new trajectory 


for the duo’s career. Tegan 
remembers when their 2004 
single Walking With a Ghost 
was making the rounds on 
the alt radio circuit and Sara 
(the more indie rock sister, 
Tegan says) moaned “We’re 
like a one-hit wonder. We’re 
like that band who has one 
song.” 

As it turns out, it wasn’t 
true then and it’s sure as hell 


not true now. 

“You know what?” says 
Tegan, when asked if she’s 
dubious about the sudden 
uptick in their pop celebrity. 
“F— that. I’m really excited, 
it’s great!” 

“F— that” is sort of the un¬ 
spoken mantra for the sisters, 
who have maintained a long 
and steadily evolving career 
despite all the odds against 


them. 

A lesbian identical twin 
sister act seems like studio- 
designed gimmick destined 
for one-hit wonderdom — re¬ 
member t.A.T.u., the Russian 
“lesbian” outfit that captured 
the nation’s fascination for 
about five seconds back in 
2002? Tegan does.

And it’s a good thing 
they did, because today Tegan 
and Sara are touring inter¬ 
nationally while t.A.T.u. are, 
well, who knows? 

“I’m going to go to Russia 
and find them,” Tegan jokes, 
as we speculate about their 
whereabouts (she’s pretty 
sure they both have babies 
now). 

“I always say this to bands 
when they come to us asking 
for advice,” Tegan says. “You 
have to put out a thousand 
leads to have one hit. I don’t 
expect that every person who 
hears Closer is going to be¬ 
come a Tegan and Sara fan.

Heartthrob is one of Tegan 
and Sara’s poppiest records 
to date, chock ftill of clubby 
electro-hooks and infectious 
beats, and has likely earned 
the sisters a whole new gen¬ 
eration of fans.

Readers scrambled to pur¬ 
chase the book, which shot 
up to first in Amazon’s online 
sales. Rowling’s not the only 
person hesitating to take credit 
for work — others from big- 
name authors to Twitter parody 
accounts hide behind a pseudo¬ 
nym. 

Stephen King, outed as 
pseudonym Richard Bachman, 
told USA Today, “It’s an impos¬ 
sible secret to keep for long.”

Anonymity is the norm on¬ 
line, Frank Farley notes.

“So 
we shouldn’t be surprised that 
we’re seeing that elsewhere.” 

One parody account 
unmasked recently was @ 
RuthBourdain, a combination 


of Gourmet editor Ruth Reichl 
and TV food host Anthony 
Bourdain. 

Freelance writer Josh 
Friedland told The New York 
Times a second virtual life 
was exhausting — and getting 
credit for it might be nice, too. 
Still-cloaked parody writers 
might hope to perpetuate a 
spotlight on the jokes, not 
the person, says Fordham 
University communications 
and media studies lecturer 
Michael Plugh. 

“As soon as you know who 
the puppeteer is, the puppet 
ceases to be the focus,” he 
says.

Seth Meyers and Michael Shoe¬ 
maker first began plotting The 
Awesomes, their new comic 
animated superhero series, 
in 2006, when Meyers was as¬ 
cending to the Weekend Up¬ 
date desk at Saturday Night 
live. 

“Time-wise, this was a 
way better idea in 2006,” says 
Meyers, adding that he wasn’t 
too busy that summer. 

“I couldn’t get arrested in 
2006.” 

The summer of 2013, how¬ 
ever, is an entirely different 
matter. Meyers is preparing to 
take over NBC’s Late Night ear¬ 
ly next year, leaving Saturday 
Night live after the fall. (Soon 
thereafter, current Late Night 
host Jimmy Fallon will inherit 
the Tonight Show.) Shoemaker, 
who oversaw Weekend Update 
at SNL before leaving to pro¬ 
duce Late Night with Fallon, is 
staying on to make the show 
with Meyers. 

So the timing for the long- 
gestating The Awesomes, 
which will debut on Hulu on 
Aug. 1, arrives awkwardly in 
the midst of the biggest tran¬ 
sition of Meyers’ burgeoning 


career, a dive into the frenzy 
of late-night television. Asked 
in a joint interview how The 
Awesomes is fitting into their 
lives now, Shoemaker responds 
quickly: “Oh, not veiy well.” 

“Mike and I always said The 
Awesomes was our way to make 
sure we got to work together 
after SNL,” says Meyers. “If we 
had any idea about Late Night 

“We wouldn’t have both¬ 
ered,” chimes Shoemaker. 

They kept at it, though, be¬ 
cause the series is something 
of a labour of love, Meyers says. 
He and Shoemaker first met in 
2001 when Meyers was hired as 
a cast member on SNL, where 
Shoemaker started in 1990. The 
two bonded in midtown trips to 
the comic book store, eventual¬ 
ly coming up with the idea for 
their own funny, skewed gang 
of superheroes. After a brain¬ 
storming flurry, though, the 
idea receded behind the weekly 
demands of SNL. 

“For a long time, the way 
we talked about it was, ‘It’s a 
shame nothing ever happened 
with The Awesomes,”’ laughs 
Meyers, the associated press

Television, as any programmer, 
producer or actor will tell you, 
is a gamble. So there should be 
no surprise that TV-themed slot 
machines are turning up in ca¬ 
sinos across North America. 

This was especially evident 
on a recent trip to Las Vegas. 
A walk through any of the top 
resorts — Caesars Palace, Wynn 
Resorts, Mandalay Bay or The 
Mirage — and you can’t help 
but see brightly lit slot ma¬ 
chines decorated with images 
from shows such as Sex and the 
City, CSI, American Idol, Family 
Guy and Survivor. 

Even syndicated shows such 
as Wheel of Fortune, Deal or No 
Deal and Judge Judy — which 
pays out in pennies — can be 
spotted in the gambling loun¬ 
ges. 

More are on the way. As 
previewed at the most recent 
Global Gaming Expo, a slot ma¬ 
chine modelled after The Walk¬ 
ing Dead will be introduced in 
casinos this fall — just in time 
for the fourth season debut 
of the AMC series. Those ma¬ 
chines will feature high-defin- 
ition clips from the series. 

The machines, as much as 


any Emmy Awards or maga¬ 
zine articles, are a sure sign a 
series has arrived. The Walking 
Dead has quietly become the 
most-watched drama in cable 
histoiy, outdrawing series such 
as Breaking Bad or Mad Men — 
two shows that don’t have slot 
machine spin-offs so far. 

Neither did The Sopranos, 
with gamers perhaps sensitive 
to glorifying a mob boss like 
Tony Soprano in a Vegas resort. 

Still, The Walking Dead 
could be a term used to de¬ 
scribe bettors who walk away 
after sitting too long in front of 
a favourite machine. 

The blinking, colourful 
gambling terminals don’t just 
use TV show themes to lure 
customers. Feature films are 
also a popular draw. The Hang¬ 
over, set in Vegas, has been im¬ 
mortalized in slots, as has The 
Dark Knight Batman movies. 
Older films such as Ghostbust- 
ers and The Wizard of Oz are 
also featured in casinos. Even 
popular board game brands, 
such as Clue and Monopoly, are 
used to attract players. 

There is also an obvious 
pitch to boomers through ma¬ 
chines with a 70s or ’80s slant. 
Kiss slot machines sit next to 
Michael Jackson terminals.

Rob Lowe, who has publicly 
aligned himself with the 
Democratic party in the past, 
says it was not a concern to 
take on a TV movie adaptation 
of Fox News pundit and con¬ 
servative Bill O’Reilly’s book 
Killing Kennedy. 

“I didn’t think about it at 
all because the book had come 
out and been so successful,” 
said Lowe at the annual Tele¬ 
vision Critics Association (TCA) 
panel Wednesday in Beverly 
Hills. 

O’Reilly’s Killing Kennedy, 
which came out last year and 
was a bestseller, examined the 
events leading up to President 


John F. Kennedy’s death. 

Lowe plays Kennedy in the 
film, and says like O’Reilly’s 
book, National Geographic 
Channel’s version will also 
present a unique perspec¬ 
tive on the country’s 35th 
president. 

“The way this stoiy is told 
I’ve never seen before,” he said. 

Yes, it features Lowe as the 
doomed president and Gin- 
nifer Goodwin as first lady 
Jackie Kennedy, but it also de¬ 
picts Lee Harvey Oswald’s life 
before killing Kennedy. 

Will Rothhaar, who takes 
on the role of one of the most 
notorious killers in American 


histoiy, says he tried to make 
Oswald relatable. 

“You will look at him and 
say, ‘I’ve been there or I’ve felt 
that,”’ he said. 

Goodwin was not physically 
present at the press event but 
instead live via satellite from 
Vancouver, where she films 
the ABC series Once Upon a 
Time. 

She said one of the most 
challenging parts of the role 
was Jackie Kennedy’s famous 
aristocratic, breathy voice. Ul¬ 
timately, the actress decided 
to not mimic her too much 
because it sounded like an im¬ 
pression.

Portugal’s reputation as the 


world’s premier fortified 
winemaker hasn’t done it 
any favours when it comes to 
promoting its other wines. 

Port is polarizing, and 
I’ve been asked more than 
once if all Portuguese wines 
have spirit added. 

The countiy has been 
making non-fortified reds, 
whites, roses and sparklings 


for centuries. None see a drop 
of spirit and all would get a lot 
more attention if it wasn’t for 
their Spanish neighbours hog¬ 
ging all the Iberian Peninsula 
limelight. 

Like all warmer climate 
countries, Portugal knows 
its way around a refreshing 
wine and Vinho Verde (or 
green wine) is its classic warm 


weather white. Though the 
northern region that shares 
its name makes other colours, 
it’s the chillable white version 
that the locals reach for when 
temperatures rise. 

Made from an eclectic 
blend of indigenous fruit, the 
Gazela Vinho Verde ($8.30 to 
$12.49) is a relaxed, citrusy 
thirst-quencher with a light 


lemony body, forward acidity 
and a zesty hint of fizz. 

Served well chilled, or even 
over ice, it works amazingly 
well with summeiy dishes like 
barbecued chicken, shellfish 
and salads as well as fresh 
fruit and creamy goat cheese.

The anatomy of grilled cheese 


When you were a child, you thought like a child: grilled cheese sandwiches were made from slices of Velveeta melted between 
slices of skillet-toasted white bread. Now that you are an adult, it's time to update the sandwich for a more grown-up palate. 


Bread 

Begin by using better bread. In place of 
the squishy white stuff, try something 
with more substance: thickly-cut slabs of 
flavourful sourdough, sweet brioche or 
crunchy baguette. 

Gooeyness 

Next, add some interesting texture or 
flavours to the filling. Thin slices of sweet 
apple and spicy jalapenos complement 
sourdough slices nicely. The brioche 
makes a delicious and filling breakfast 
or brunch when stuffed with sliced ham, 
sauteed mushrooms and a fried egg. A 
baguette yields a bruschetta-like grilled 
cheese sandwich when dressed with fresh 
basil leaves, pesto and tomato confit. 

Texture 

You can use the fanciest, stinkiest, crumbli¬ 
est cheese your heart desires if you borrow 
a trick from the food scientists at Kraft. 

Flip over a box of Velveeta and you’ll find, 
among the other ingredients, the reason 
it melts so uniformly: sodium citrate. This 
white, ciystalline ingredient is a salt of citric 
acid. You can buy sodium citrate at some 
brewer supply stores or order it online. Just 
dissolve 11 grams of sodium citrate into 1 
1/8 cups (265 mm) of milk or water over 
medium heat, bring to a simmer, and grad¬ 
ually whisk in 285 grams of finely grated 
cheese (3 to 4 cups). As the cheese melts, the 
sodium citrate serves as an emulsifier and 
prevents the fat from splitting off to form 
a greasy slick on top. If possible, weigh the 
cheese because volumes can vaiy with the 
kind of cheese and fineness of grating.

Aged White Cheddar on 
Sourdough with Apples 

For the cheese slices: 

• 3 tsp (14 g) sodium citrate 

• 1/2 cup (115 mm) water 

• 6 cups (380 g) aged white cheddar 
cheese, grated 

For the sandwich: 

• 8 slices sourdough bread, 1/2 inch thick 

• 8 very thin slices apple 

• 3 tbsp(30 g) thinly sliced jalapenos 

Lightly oil a baking sheet and heat it in an 
oven set to its lower temperature. 




In saucepan over medium heat, dissolve 
sodium citrate in water, then bring to sim¬ 
mer. Add grated cheese to simmering water 
a handful at a time while whisking until all 
of the cheese is completely melted. 

Pour the melted cheese onto the warmed 
baking sheet. Tip the sheet back and forth to 
form a single layer of even thickness. Cover 
the cheese layer with plastic wrap, and place 
it in the refrigerator until set, about 2 hours. 
Slice the cheese into pieces sized to fit your 
bread slices. 

When ready to prepare the sandwiches, heat 
a large, heavy skillet over medium. Alterna¬ 
tively, heat a sandwich grill or panini press. 



Butter the outward-facing sides of each 
bread slice, assemble the sandwiches, each 
with a slice of cheese, a slice of apple and 
a bit of the jalapenos. Add a sandwich to 
the skillet and pan-fry until the bread is 
golden brown and the cheese is melted, 

2 to 3 minutes per side. Repeat with 
remaining sandwiches.

Indeed, 
most celebrity new moms don’t 
have their pictures taken until 
their tummies are flat again. 
And while the stars usually cred¬ 
it diet and exercise with making 
their bodies bikini-ready so fast, 
gossip and plastic surgeons often 
cite something else: the popular 
procedure known as a tummy 
tuck. 

People magazine has an 
entire online archive devoted 
to “Body After Baby: Celebrity 
moms show off shockingly svelt 
figures after giving birth,” but 
the magazine declined to com¬ 
ment Wednesday on the ex¬ 
ample set by Kate. Meanwhile, 
the summer’s other celebrity 
mom, Kim Kardashian, has yet 
to be seen in public. Us Weekly 
reported that she won’t leave 


the house until she’s ready to 
“debut her post-baby body.” 

Nobody can say whether 
Kate consciously chose to send 
a message that this is what new 
mothers really look like, or 
whether she didn’t realize — or 
didn’t care — how obvious her 
tummy would be. Either way, 
she un-self-consciously handed 
the baby off to her husband rath¬ 
er than using the newborn to 
camouflage her figure from the 
cameras and crowds when she 
emerged from the hospital Tues¬ 
day. And her form-draping dress 
was a contrast to the caftan-like 
outfit that hid Princess Diana’s 
figure when she appeared pub¬ 
licly for the first time after giving 
birth to Will in 1982. 

Nancy Manister, who worked 
for 20 years as a maternity nurse 
and now teaches at Fairfield 
University in Connecticut, even 
noticed a moment during the 
photo op when Kate “clasped 
her hands together underneath 
the belly, and I thought, ‘She’s 
not trying to hide it.’” As for 
anxious new moms wondering 
when that bump will go away, 
Manister says, “it takes six weeks 
to lose 25 pounds, and a full 
year” to get your old body back.
